The old office, somewhat 
crarnped for space, was sprouted anew on the first floor, where, as coincidence 
wou d have it, office personnel have a clear view all the way to the Cage. One of 

eatures of the remodeling was the addition of several glass showcases, an¬ 
nouncement cases, and a larger trophy case. 

This year of remodeling was also one of surprises. For Instance, when you 



























































came to school in the morning, you never were quite sure where your locker 
might be located. One day it would be in the midst of activity on the first floor; 
the next morning you might find it isolated on third floor. Throughout the 
year lockers were found in such places as the dance room, the lunch room, and on 
the bridge between Old Main and U. High. 

Students and teachers learned to be very skillful in dodging ladders, piles 
of sand, wheelbarrows, and cement mixers scattered throughout the halls. And 
school activity went on as usual. 

This year marks the beginning of our second century. University High 
School is starting this second century with its own building for the first time in 
its 100-year history, with increasing enrollment, and with the traditions which 
the students of University High School have passed down through the years.

After winning four games at the start of the season, 
Coach Dick Smith was not worried about breaking last 
year*s record of four wins and 19 losses. During the rest 
of the season, U. High won 11 more games, giving the 
school one of the best seasons in its history. The record at 
the end of the season stood at 15 wins and eight losses, 
counting two tournament games.
